I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual-lie  port 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  and  Housing  Conditions  for 
1947 . 

A  widespread  epidemic  of  Ac  Polioenceplatitis 
swept  the  country  in  July  and  August .  -3  Ttesa*  cases  occurred  in 
v:ithernsea  *  in  young  children.  The  epidemic  was  mostly  mild  in 
character  but  occasionally  cases  showed  severe  symptoms.  All  the 
cases  recovered  satisfactorily. 

There  wore  24  cases  of  Infectious  Bidease 
notified *  including  6  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis *  the  most  dangerous 
infectious  disease  of  all.  v/ho  oping  Cough  and  Measles  accounted 
for  9  bases. 

The  population  is  no  r  estimated  as  451i>  an 
increase  of  88  over  last  year.

Infant  Mortality  has  markedly  increased  this 
year.  Seven  children  out  of  94  live  births  died  bofo-e  reaching  their 
first  birthday*  giving  a  rate  of  74 - 4  per  1000  live  births*  compared 
with  l8  to  19  last  year  and  the  yeav  before  and  67  in  1944.

INFANT  MORTALITY ,  S 'Von  children  out  of  the  94  live  births  never  reached 
their  first  birthday.  This  gives  a  mortality  rate  of  7~»4  per  1000 
live  births  compared  rith  19-4  and  17 .8  for  the  t  -o  previous  years  and 
67  in  1944.  All  of  those  children  died  /I thin  t  o  voeks  of  birth. 
Three  died  in  hospital,  one  from  Gastro-Hnteritis  and  t  *o  from  malform¬ 
ation.  Of  the  remainder,  t  o  di .d  from  prematurity  and  to  from 
malformation.  Presuming  the  throe  dying  from  prematurity  might  be 
saved  in  future  years,  this  rould  lover  the  mortality  rate,  to  42.5

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I NFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  A  "ridosproad  epidemic  of  Acute  B  o  1  i  o  e nc e phal i t i s 
infantile  Paralysis)  spread  over  the  'hole  of  Great  Britain  during 
the  Summer,  The  epidemic,  a  It hough  extensive  in  area,  vas  not  of  a 
severe  nature,  and  most  of  the  patients  fully  recovered.  A  feu/  cases, 
hovevor,  presented  severe  symptoms.  The  first  case  in  our  District 
occurred  on  the  29th.  of  July,  a  visitor  from  Hull  aged  6.  The  n  ext 
case  occurred  on  the  8th, August  and  the  third  on  the  25th. August. 

All  rero  sent  to  hospital  and  all  recovered  perfectly.  It  is  knoen 
that  the  disease  is  caused  by  a  Virus,  i.e,  an  organism  smaller  than 
ordinary  germs  and  cannot  be  s_-  n  under  a  microscope,  making  identi¬ 
fication  difficult.  The  method  of  transmission  to  humans  has  not  yet 
boon  traced,  but  it  is  thought  bo  be  by  contamination  vlth  the  stools 
of  a  patient  and  also  posibly  bv  being  inf acted  by  the  spray  of  a 
s nee sing  or  coughing  patient.  Prevention  of  spread  of  infection  ras 
therefore  along  the  lines  of  disinfection  of  stools  and  avoidance  of 
crowds.  The  stools  of  patients  acre  burnt  and  great  care  advised  in 
the  handling,  so  that  the  hands  and  clothes  '.'.re  not  contaminated. 

The  s  -rimming  bath  -a  ter  :as  mad  i  doubly  sure  by  raising  the  chlorine 
content  to  0 .5  parts  per  million  and  the  costumes  and  totals  hired  out 
to  b “•thers  sterilised.  Contacts  'ere  advised  not  to  attend  meetings. 
Cinemas  etc,  but  it  °s  not  thought  necessary  to  close  any  meeting  etc. 
No  further  cases  occurred  after  25th..,ugust .

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Since  February, 1916,  the  public  water  supply  has  been 
obtained  under  contract  from  the  Kingston-upon-Hull  Corporation* 
The  water  is  brought  through  pipes  to  a  tower  situated  about 
2-|  miles  outside  the  District  and  thence  distributed  by  gravity 
through  out  the  district.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  In 
quality  and  quantity.  The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  during 
the  year  was  58,808,000  gallons. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  24  closets  which  have  not  been  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system,  exclusive  of  about  180  connected  with 
various  camps  in  the  District. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHT  SOIL . 

848  loads  of  House  Refuse  and  101  loads  of  Shop  Refuse  weighing 
approximately  1,274  tons  and  101  tuns  respectively,  were  collected 
by  the  2  ton  Bedford  covered  Motor  Vehicle,  and  dealt  with  at 
the  Incinerator  Station.
